These she bounti- 
fully relieved in their necessities, visited in sickness, 
conversed with, and led them to their knees, pray- 
ing with and for them. 

* The late Prince of Wales, one day at court, asked 
a lady of fashion, Lady Charlotte E. where Lady 
Huntingdon was, that she so seldom visited the circle. 
Lady Charlotte, replied with a sneer, “I suppose 
praying with her beggars.” The Prince shook his 
head and said, “ Lady Charlotte, when 1 am dying, ! 
think I shall be happy to seize the skirt of Lady Hun- 
tingdon’s mantle, to lift me up with herto Heaven. 

“ During Lord Huntingdon’s life she wat mly es- 
poused the cause of God and truth, though her means 
of usefulness were necessarily circumscribed, and her 
family engagements occupied much of her time and 
attention. On his demise, she was left tothe entire 
management of her children,and of their fortunes, 
wluch she improved with the greatest fidelity. Be- 
come her own mistress, she resolveu to devote herself 
wholly to the service of Christ, and the souls redeem- 
ed by his blood, Her zealous heart embraced cor- 
dially all whom she esteemed real Christians, whatever 
their denomination or opinions might be, but being 
herself in sentiment more congenial with Mr. White- 
field, than Mr. Wesley, she favored those especially 
who were the ministers of the Calvinistic persuasion, 
according to the literal sense of the articles of the 
Church of England. And with an intention of giving 
them a greater scene of usefulness, she opened her 
house in Park-street, for the preaching of the gospel, 
supposing as a peeress of the realm, that she had an 
indisputable right to employ as her family chaplains, 
those ministers of Church whom she patronized. On 
the week days her kitchen was filled with the poor of 
the flock, for whom she provided instruction ; and on 
the Lord’s day the great and noble were invited to’ 
spend the evening in her drawing-room, where the 
ministers of Christ,, addressed to them all the words 
of this life, and were heard with apparently deep and 
serious attention.

The external appearance of St. Peter’s disappoint- 
ed our expectations; but on the inside, however, we 
found the beauty we so vainly looked for oa the exte- 
rior. 

The magnificent arches, and crossing aisles, fall in- 
to beautiful perspective—the tombs, the statues, the 
altars, retiring into shadory distance, more powerful- 
ly touch the imagination; the lofty dome swelling in- 
to sublimity above our heads, seems to expand the ve- 
ry soul, while the golden ight that pours through the 
painted glass at the upper extremity of the church, 
where the holy spirit hovers in a flood of glory, like 
the chastened splendor of the evening clouds, sheds its 
celestial radiance on every object. It shone full on 
the beautiful columns and polished pannels of ancicnt 
marble—ruins of Pagan temples, now adorning tbe 
proudest fabric of Christianity ; and the splendid can- 
opy of brouze, the warlilie spoils of the first imperial 
master of the world, now overshadowing the tomb of 
the humble apostle of pezce.
